Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  lay  before  you  my  Twenty-Seventh  Annual 
Report  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  your  district  for  the 
year  1921. 

The  black  spots  in  the  report  are  the  largely  increased  number  of 
deaths  under  one  year,  and  the  increased  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea ; 
on  the  other  side  Phthisis  is  the  lowest  recorded;  Influenza  about  stationary, 
Chest  affections  the  same  ;  whilst  Cardiac  Disease  accounts  for  an  increased 
number — 26  as  against  16  ;  Cancer  very  little  variation. 


The  area  of  the  district  is  5,354  acres,  and  the  population,  as 
ascertained  by  the  census  in  June,  1921,  14,190,  averaging  2*5  persons 
per  acre. 


The  population  in  Wards  as  reckoned  by  the  number  of  houses  in 
each  Ward,  giving  an  average  of  4*07  persons  in  each  house.

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On  this  basis  the  population  of  North  Ward  and  Boothstown  have 
decreased,  whilst  Central,  East,  and  Worsley  have  increased.  I  don’t  think 
this  works  out  correctly,  as  in  North  Ward  and  Boothstown  there  would 
be  more  persons  per  house. 

The  Births  registered  in  and  belonging  to  the  District  numbered 
255,  a  decrease  of  13  on  the  previous  year.  The  rate  is  17*9  compared 
with  17*8  the  previous  year  and  1 7*B  for  the  ten  years. 

The  number  of  Legitimate  Births  was  247,  and  Illegitimate  8.  124 

were  males  and  131  females.

North  Ward  had  81  Births,  Central  65,  East  55,  Worsley  36,  B’town  17 

The  Deaths  numbered  170,  10  more  than  the  previous  year,  includ¬ 
ing  17  which  occurred  outside  but  belonging  to  the  district,  and  excluding 
5  registered  in  the  district  but  not  of  it ;  77  were  males  and  93  females, 
the  rate  per  1,000  11*9  compared  with  10*6  for  the  previous  year  and  12*6 
for  the  10  years.  The  rate  for  the  same  year  for  England  and  Wales 
was  12*1. 


There  were  77  males  and  93  females,  31  were  under  1  year,  1 
over  1  and  under  5,  4  were  over  5  and  under  15,  4  over  15  and  under  24, 
43  were  over  25  and  under  60,  and  88  were  over  60  years  of  age,  so  that 
rather  more  than  half  were  over  60  years  of  age.

infantile  fWortaS Sty  •  —  31  children  under  one  year  of  age 
died  during  the  year,  so  that  for  every  1,000  Births  registered  121  died 
before  attaining  the  age  of  one  year.  This  compared  very  unfavourably 
with  tiie  previous  year  when  only  a  total  of  18  died,  and  the  rate  was  67 
per  1,000 — the  record  figure. 

North  Ward  accounted  for  10,  Central  10,  East  5,  Worsley  2, 
Boothstown  4. 

Of  the  31  Deaths  18  were  1  month  and  under,  4  were  over  1  and 
under  8,  3  were  over  3  and  under  6,  and  6  were  over  6  and  under  12 
months. 

Congenital  Debilite  and  Premature  Birth  caused  14  of  the  Deaths, 
Bronchitis  4,  Diarrhoea  4,  Whooping  Cough  1. 

The  greatest  number  of  Deaths  took  place  in  June  and  December, 
5  each,  July  and  September  4  each.  June,  July  and  September  were 
mainly  under  one  month,  in  fact,  one  day  and  under;  December  were 
mostly  over  six  months. 

There  were  5  cases  of  Twin  Births,  but  this  cannot  be  given  as  a 
cause,  as  only  2  of  them  died  within  a  day  of  Birth.

The  Notification  of  cases  of  Infectious  Sickness  were  very  light 
only  a  total  of  95,- — this  is  a  very  low  number.  No  schools  were  closed 
during  the  year.  Scarlet  fever  accounted  for  49,  there  was  no  epidemic,  just 
a  few  scattered  cases.  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  were  each  notified  5  times. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  of  the  various  Authorities  in  the 
area  of  the  Barton-upon-Irwell  Union,  to  discuss  the  provision  of  a  Joint 
Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease.  A  number  of 
sites  have  been  examined  but  nothing  definite  has  yet  been  arrived  at. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis — 15  cases  with  only  2  deaths — a  very  low 
record.  Other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  7  cases.  The  County  Authorities 
make  ample  provision  for  Institutional  Treatment  and  the  Dispensary 
Treatment  is  now  well  appreciated. 

We  had  on  the  Register  on  1st  January  1921,  83  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  21  Non-Pulmonary. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  ^©£.— Full  particulars 
are  given  in  the  accompanying  sheets  of  the  work  done.  30  new  houses 
under  the  scheme  and  2  by  private  enterprise  were  occupied  during  the 
year.  172  are  still  in  course  of  erection. 
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Full  statistics  relating  to  the  condition  of  Slaughter-houses,  Dairies, 
Cowsheds  and  Milkshops,  and  relating  to  Factories  and  Workshops,  and 
to  the  other  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  are  attached  herewith.

Much  of  the  work  has  been  effected  without  the  necessity  of 
serving  notices,  as  many  of  the  owners  and  occupiers  responsible  for  the 
sanitary  condition  of  their  premises  have  complied  with  the  Inspector’s 
instructions  and  advice.

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Ashpit  Cleansing,  Refuse  Collection 

and  Disposal . 

This  work,  with  the  exception  of  Worsley  Ward,  was  carried  out  by 
Contractors  up  to  the  4th  April,  1921,  from  which  date  the  Council  had 
decided  to  carry  out  the  work  entailed  over  the  whole  of  the  District  with 
their  own  men  and  motors.  The  men  engaged  include  three  motor- 
drivers  (one  a  qualified  mechanic  who  undertakes  repairs),  and  six 
labourers;  and  from  the  inception  of  the  motor  system,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Assistant  Inspector,  the  work  has  proceeded  in  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  manner,  and  no  complaints  were  received,  which  proves  the 
efficiency  of  the  system. 

The  total  number  of  houses  attended  to  is  given  in  the  corrected 
Table,  following  a  new  survey  of  the  district.

The  total  number  ot  loads  removed  by  the  motors  'and  team 
labour  which  was  hired  pending  the  third  motor  operating)  is  4,136,  which 
includes  dry  refuse  removed  to  tips,  and  the  contents  of  privy  ashpits 
which  has  been  tipped  and  used  on  farm  land.  The  approximate  weight 
of  all  refuse  removed  is  4,200  tons. 

Occasionally  the  Highways  Dept,  have  had  the  use  of  one  or  two 
motors,  as  required,  when  they  could  be  spared  from  their  own  particular 
work. 

Smoke  Observations . 

Twenty-four  Observations  (of  60  minutes’  duration)  have  been 
taken  of  various  works’  chimne)S  during  the  year,  and  instances  of  excessive 
black  smoke  were  observed.  Complaints  were  made  to  the  owners  and 
boilermen  whose  explanations  were  accepted. 

Several  Observations  were  made  of  smoke  issued  from  locomotives 
running  on  the  L.  &  N.  W.  Railway,  and  complaints  forwarded  to  the 
Company  from  time  to  time. 
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Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Acts,  1899-1915. 

The  number  of  Infectious  cases  of  Sickness  notified  by  Medical 
Attendants  during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1921,  was  98,  and  of 
this  number  49  were  Scarlet  Fever,  5  Diphtheria  and  Croup,  4  Enteric 
Fever,  5  Erysipelas,  1  Chicken  Pox,  and  the  remainder  to  Pulmonary 
and  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  Two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of 
Enteric  Fever  were  removed  to  Ladywell  Sanatorium  for  treatment. 

Each  house  was  visited  immediately  after  notification  and  all 
information  obtained  as  to  a  possible  origin  of  the  illness,  and  the  means 
available  in  the  house  for  isolation  of  the  patient  from  the  rest  of  the 
family.  Disinfectants  have  been  freely  supplied,  and  disinfections  carried 
out,  and  cleansing  of  rooms  insisted  upon. 

The  Schools  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  in  each  case  have 
been  sprayed  with  a  strong  solution  of  disinfectant.  The  sanitary  con¬ 
veniences,  all  of  which  are  on  the  fresh  water  flush  system,  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  extreme  cleanliness  insisted  upon.  Disinfectants 
have  been  regularly  supplied  to  all  the  Schools  in  the  district.

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Acts . 

Systematic  Inspections  and  Reports  to  Housing  Committee  meeting 
each  month  or  as  occasion  required.  The  principal  noted  defects  were 
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roofs  and  spouting,  causing  dampness  to  walls  and  floors,  insufficient  venti¬ 
lation,  and  of  living  rooms  and  bedrooms  requiring  cleansing  and  lime¬ 
washing.  135  have  been  specially  inspected,  and  95  of  these  were  found 
not  to  be  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  habitation.  Notices  were  served 
upon  the  owners  and  76  houses  were  put  into  a  reasonable  sanitary  con¬ 
dition,  and  others  are  receiving  attention.  In  a  number  of  cases  defects 
and  renovations  were  carried  out  by  owners  without  recourse  to  the  serving 
of  notice.  220  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year. 

Slaughter-houses , 

The  number  of  licensed  Slaughter-houses  in  the  district  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  11,  and  although  not  being  so  much  in  use  as  before  or 
since  the  war  period  the  premises  have  been  maintained  in  good  repair, 
are  periodically  inspected,  and  any  defects  found  made  good.  All  the 
buildings  are  substantially-built  brick  buildings. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops  Order, 

The  number  of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  on  the  register  at  the  end  ot 
the  year  was  19.  There  are  two  centres  in  the  district  from  which  the 
bulk  of  the  milk  is  distributed,  and  the  arrangements  at  the  places  are  on 
modern  principles  for  dealing  with  large  supplies.  The  Cowsheds  have  been 
periodically  inspected  and,  with  two  exceptions  which  are  under  considera¬ 
tion,  were  found  satisfactory.  Cleansing  and  lime-washing  are  strictly 
insisted  upon. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Acts, 

The  number  of  Factories  on  the  Register  on  December  31st,  1920, 
was  74,  and  included  12  spinning  and  weaving,  16  bakehouses,,  9  dress 
and  mantle  making,  6  boot  and  shoe  repairing,  11  joinery  and  cabinet 
making,  9  paint  mixing  and  decorating,  1  polish  works,  1  printing,  3  cycle 
repairing,  5  blacksmith  and  wheelwrights,  and  6  tailoring.  The  Factories 
are  all  supplied  with  a  sufficient  number  of  water-closets.  There  are  no 
offensive  trades  in  the  district.

Annual  Report  to  Ministry  of  Health . 

I  beg  respectfully  to  submit  the  following  Report  on  the  above  Acts  and 
Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Worsley,  during  the 
year  1921.  The  boats  have  been  inspected  on  the  Bridgewater  Canal,  which  passes 
through  the  Worsley  district  for  a  length  of  three  miles. 

The  number  of  boats  inspected  (51)  were  from  Manchester  and  Runcorn  Resis- 
tration  Authorities,  and  Certificates  produced  showed  that  the  total  registered 
accommodation  allowed  for  was  146  persons  in  the  total  number  of  Cabins  inspected. 

The  total  number  occupying  the  cabins  was  85,  and  included  46  males,  38 
females,  and  1  child  of  the  age  of  9  years.  This  child  was  attending  a  local 
Elementary  School. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  came  under  notice,  no  infectious  sickness  was  present, 
and  the  Cabins  were  found  to  be  reasonably  clean  and  water-tight,  and  any  defects 
were  at  once  put  right  after  notifying  the  owners  of  the  boats. 

Eight  infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations  came  under  notice  and  included 

Cabins  repairs  and  re-painting  ...  4 

Cabins  requiring  cleaning  ...  ...  4 

Complaint  notes  were  sent  to  the  owners  of  the  boats,  and  all  were  complied 
with  and  defects  made  good,  and  in  a  number  of  cases  the  importance  of  strict  cleanli¬ 
ness  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  occupiers. 

The  number  of  young  children  travelling  with  the  boats  appears  to  be  getting 
less  each  year.  The  general  condition  of  the  boats  and  the  people  travelling  on  the 
canal  shews  an  improvement  each  year.
